The Jamestown m«*eting this fall will carry the 
indonM*ment the Norfolk Board of Trade, Busi- 
m*j<8 Men’s .\ss<M-iation, tlie Industrial Commission 
and the .Meri'liants’ AsscK-iation. These 1kk1u*s coni- 
IM»se all the best and most influential people of the 
city. The railroads and st«*amsliip comimnk's have 
promised reduced rates from all indiits to N<»rfolk 
during th'* nM*etiug, and the Merchants’ Association 
projM>s4*s to put on a **trade excurshm” to assist 
the >M-key club in bringing tht* people frmu oth<*r 
cities in tlie state as well as fnan the Carolinas. 
All places of biisiiH*ss will ch»se at 1 o’chH*k on the 
o|W'niiig day to givt* the hn-al iMH»ple a chance to go 
t<» tin* track and s«*e the races an«i an aviation 
ine<*t that will la* held at the track that da.v. 

Norfolk, with its sulmrbs. is a cit.v of over 100,- 
OtHl inhabitants, and is <mly five hours’ ride distant 
from Washingt4»n, seven from Baltimore, nine from 
Philadelphia, and twelve hours from New York. 

It is a delightful trii» by steamer from any of these 
isdiits, and the fare is cheap. T’lie steamship c(HM* 
panics only chargi* $2 i»er head to shi|t horses from 
Baltimore to Norfolk, and they bring the nttendauta 
fret*. 

The plant at Norfolk consists of a fast mile 
track, with gtsHl gr.'Mulstand and staides, and a- 
beaiitiful clubhouse. There is g«K>d street car ser- 
vice to the grandstand anti a iMMilevartl for autte 
mtddles ainl carriages. Nt»rfolk is nottnl fttr its fine 
hotels, claiming tt> surpass any city of its slzt* in 
the rniti*tl Stales in this resix*ct. as there are sev- 
t cal Ruc Jiotels iiiiUf. duriug the ,Jamt*.sU>wn E.xiMtsi- 
tion. iu udditltm to the many large liotels that' have 
always lKK*n the city's pride. 

The climate of Norbdk is delightful, the gulf 
stream making the winter mild and pleasant. Old 
point C^mifort. a notable winter re»irt. is only 
thlrt.v minutes* ride from the race tra«*k. This 

would 1 m* as good a place as <*ould la* f(»und any- 
where to winter horses, and the management pne 
jMwa's this fall to arrange to take care of all who 
<*are to winter at this isdut. This is the last place 
when* there will la* racing in the east this fall, 
and It will In* the first place iu the east to oin*n 
next spring.

Last year Kingston’s name did not appear In the 
list of tvVeuty leading American sires. This year 
he is saf<*ly the leader through the prowess of one 
two-year-old son of transcendant merit. It is King- 
ston’s se<-ond time of supreme distinction as a sire, 
he having led in 1900 with thirty-three winners of 
110 races and SH6.*'>68. Kingston was a grand race 
horsi* and in tlie <*ourse of his long <*ar«H*r was un- 
placed but twice in a total of ll.’l races. It was 
lM‘fitting that in his old age he should lK*get a .son 
i-aiMible of again crowning him with the greatest 
measure of fame that can Ik* gaine4l by a stallio^ 
•\lthough there is much racing yet to la* done lK*for^ 
the year ends, there is not the faintest chance that 
his iMisition in the lead will Ih* threatened. It is 
impregnable. 

At the eml of last year Ben Brush was first and 
W<K>lsthor|H‘ second. At present Ben Brush is third 
to Kingston and Hastings, ami Wiadsthorpe, now’ 
ilead, is seventh in the list.
